An effort to have her name officially 


on the ballot by means of nomination 
papers has been begun. This will re- 
quire 1000 signatures of qualified vot- 
ers, and Robinson 
believes he can 


easily secure them.. He maintains 
that the old law, relative to securing 
places on the ballot by nomination pa- 
pers, is still effective, notwithstand- 
ing the direct primary law.

The full significance of Sir Wilfred 


j Laurier'ii statement that 
Canada 
is 


not a colony but a nation goes beyond 
the question of naval defence. British 
statesmen grant that it is 
a 
"self 


governing colony" and 
they 
have 


made it so. 
They are disposed to 


treat it somewhat as a partner with 
the United Kingdom in the empire, 
but it Is not Independent in Its rela- 
tion to other nations, nor wholly so 
In its relation lo the Kingdom, 'its 
governor general may be a ilgurehead 
but its bond with the 
Kingdom 
is 


something more than «(ie of partner- 
ship. It can make its own tariffs and 
it may negotiate agreements of re- 
ciprocity with other countries, but 
it cannot make binding treaties and 
it can have no diplomatic .representa- 
tives of its own. 


Canada may be content with the 


position of a "self governing colony" 
of the British empire so long as she 
finds it to her interest or advantage, 
and may accept the patronizing of

MANY KINDS OF FLEAS. 


About 400 Different Spiciei Art Known 


to Naturalists. 


One of the first naturalists who de- 


voted themselves to watching fleas, 
with such microscopes as were.then 
Rvailable, was Leenwenboek, a Dutch- 
man, who Jived at the end of. tbeseven- 
teenth centnry. Leeuwenboet fflspov- 
ered that a small mite fed on the flea, 
and it was this discovery which to- 
iplred Swift's familiar lines: 


Bo. naturalist* obmrve. a flea 
Bath smaller flea* that on bun prey, 
And these have smaller still to bite 'em. 
And so proceed ad Inflnltum. 
The flea's parasite, however, to ba 


accurate. Is not another flea or 
even another insect, but Is a mite 
classed among the sarcoptldae. Lin- 
naeus, wrlt(nr ui 1758, described only 
two species i ' flea. The first, -which 
was the hum; < flea, he rightly named 
Pules: imtaiib 
The second was the 


chigoe ot hot countries. To thls» oc 
'account of Sfp burrowing habit, he 
gave the nnrncof Pulexpenetrans. At 
the present day about -100 different 
species of HOBS have been described 
and named by tho small bund of scien- 
tific men wfao have devoted themselves 
to their study. 
Most of these have 


boen discovered within quite recent 
years, .so It is probablo that many new 
forms and varieties will b« collected 
and,observed.—Harold Hussell In I.uu

Th* DepoilU on tht 8urf«c« of Sub- 


marina Mountains. 


Waether or not tho light of day 


peuttraled Uiu obscure depth* of the 
sea IMS uot been settled by scientists, 
aud the fact thut some imlnmls found 
at it depth exceeding TOO fathoms liavo 
no eyes or a very fnlnt Indication of 
them, while others possess very largo 
uud protruding eyes, helps to malio 
the dispute all the more sharp. 


Another strange thing about the 


lower depths of tlio occau Is that 
wbfa Its Inhabitants possess any color 
at all that color Is usually orauge or 
red or reddish ofungo—for example, 
sea anemones, .corals, etc. The sur- 
face of submarine mountains Is strewn 
with shells like the virgin seashore, 
showing that It Is the feasting place 
o£ vast shoals of carnivorous animals. 
Wheu a codflsh eats It takes an 
oyster In Its mouth, cracks the shell, 
digests the meat and ejects the shell. 
Crabs crack the shells of their smaller 
neighbors and suck out the meat This 
aceounts for the mounds of shells 
which are fbund beneath the> wares. 
All fish bones discovered there In- 
variably crumble at the slightest 
touch, so completely have they been 
honeycombed by the boring shellfish, 
and, further Illustrating the constant 
destruction going on In the ocean's 
depth. It Is said that If a ship sinks at 
sea with all on board It will be eaten 
by the fish, with the exception of Its 
metal portions, and not a human bone 
of Its crew will remain longer than a 
few days.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.
